TITY REVEALED IN OOURT. 


‘Thomas Larkin, a Prominent New. York 
Politician, Pursued by Two Women | 


Who Claim Him Respectively as Hus- 
band and Stepfather=They Make His 
Life Miserable and He Has One Arrest- 
ed, When the ‘Mistake Is Cleared Up= 
Novel Contest for Bank Officers. 


New Lonx, Jan. '7,—[Special.]—A remark- 
able case of mistaken identity came before 
Justice McMahon in the Jefferson Market Po- 
lice Court today. Mrs. Maggie Axwell, a 
well-dressed woman, 24 years old, was ar- 
raigned charged with annoying Mr. Thomas 
Larkin of No. 167 Eighth avenue. The com- 
plainant told Justice McMahon that the. wom- 
an had followed him about the street, bother- 
ing him and accusing him of being her step- 
father. He said that until a few months ago 
he had never seen nor heard of the woman, 
but that one day while he was at a matinée at 
the Grand Opera-House he was approached by 
Mrs. Axwell and an older woman. The other 
woman, who. was Mrs, Patrick Butler of Liv. 
erpool, claimed Larkin for her husband and 
raised such a row in the theater that a large 
crowd collected, and he finally had to be 
shown out by the stage door to escape the 
fury of the two women. * 

He hastened home, he said, but when he 
reached the house he found the same women 
on his stoop waiting for him and another 
scene ensued, He said the same thing had 
happened repeatedly since and he was fast 
becoming tired of the continual annoyance. 

Mrs. Axwell astonished the court by saying 
the man was her stepfather. *‘He married 
my mother in Liverpool,” she said, six 
years ago and deserted her five years ago, 
coming to this country by the steamer Repub- 
lic.”” Mrs. Axwell said she had lived in this 
country for eight years with her husband. 
She knew her mother’s second husband and 
also knew of his abandonment of her and 
had always kept a watchful eye for him. 

Mrs. Axwell was arrested at Eighth avenue 
and Twenty-second street Saturday evening. 


Mr. Larkin left his house at 5 o’clock to go. 


uptown on business. He had reac the 
corner of Twenty¥-second street when he was 
approached by Mrs, Axwell, who seized him 
by the coat and attempted to examine his 
arms for some tatoo marks which she claims 
he was marked with, Larkin struggled with 
the woman and a large crowd gathered about 
him. When Policeman Sherwood joined the 
crowd Mr. Larkin decided to put a stop to the 
annoyance forall time and ordered the police- 
man to arrest his assailant. This the police- 
man did and took the couple to the West 
Twentieth Street Station-house. 

Mrs. Butler was in court when her daughter 
was arraigned, but beyond glaring at Larkin 
she took no part in the proceedings. Larkin 
told the Justice that he came to this country 
when he was 6 years old, and had been 
brought up in a house two doors from one 
occupied by Police Justice Welde.

Secures the Selection of His Friend for 
Chairman of Railroad Committee. 

New Tonk, Jan. 7.—([Special.]—Having 
demonstrated his fearlessness of the Repub- 
lican leaders by coming here and talk- 
ing to them about his Assembly com- 
mittee, Speaker Maltby today left his 
rooms in the Windsor Hotel. where he has 
been secreting himself for three days, and 
took the 1 o’clock train for Albany. He was 
accompanied, when he took his departure, by 
Mr. Hackett, and carried with him a deep 
impression of what T. C. Platt and Mr.

CONFLICT OF TWO RELIGIOUS SECTS. 


Armenian Christian Causes a Row in the 
Temple of Islam. 

New York, Jan. 7.—[Special.]—Into the 
Temple of Islam, which Emin L. Nabokoff 
has set up in Union Square Hall, entered to- 
day the seed of discord in the shape of a Mus- 
sulman converted to Christianity. Nabokoff, 
who is Chairman of the first society for the 
study of Islam, has been holding public serv- 
ices at No. 58 Union square for two weeks. 
Gamaliel K. Davidyan, an Armenian 
Christian, has been trying to get 
a foothold’ in Nabokoff’s . mosque for 
a long time. He has endeavored to rent the 
hall over Nabokoff’s head, but without suc- 
cess. Last week, however, he arranged with 
Warde Bingley, the proprietor of the hall, to 
rent it for four Sundays from half-past 12 
o’clock until a quarter to 2. Mr. Bingley ex- 
pressly stipulated that Davidyan should not 
interfere with the other services nor inter- 
rupt them in any manner whatever, and, 
Bingley says, the Armenian readily agreed 
to the conditions imposed. The 
first society for the study of 
Islam met as usual this morning. About 
twenty persons responded to the call to 
prayer, including Davidyan and Paul Behman, 
a Persian convert to Christianity. Behman 
carried a copy of the Koran in Arabic and an 
English Bible under his arm. Mr. Bingley, 
the proprietor of the hall, was disturbed at the 
appearance of Davidyan and his companion. 
Their lease did not begin torun until haif 
after noon. He, therefore, took a 
seat in the body of the anditorium 
and watched Davidyan. Davidyan remained 
quiet throughout the most of the services. 
Convert Behman, however, quivered with in- 
dignation every time Preacher Nabokoff al- 
luded to or quoted from the Koran. Mr. 
Nabokoff’s remarks were couched in the usual 
vein, except that he paid his respects in em- 
phatic language to the Rev. Dr. Talmage of 
Brooklyn. Mr. Nabokoff was about to dis- 
miss the audience when Davidyan sprang to 
his feet and began an announcement 
of his own services.

NOVICES ATTEMPT TO ROB A TRAIN, 


EasMy Frightened Away After Searching 
Two Trainmen. 

New Ortzans, La., Jan. 7.—The Missis- 
sippi Valley passenger train that arrived 
here at 8:05 this morning was held 
up at the crossing of the Vicks- 
burg and Meridian railroad, just 
south of Vicksburg, at 1:05 a. m. 
The train was stopping at the railroad cross- 
ing waiting for the Vicksburg and Meridian 
train to pass, when it was boarded by two 
masked men. A third man was standing guard 
at the tracks. Conductor Morris gave the 
following aceount of what happened on the 
train: 

„We had reached the Vicksburg and Merid- 
ian road’s crossing in the suburbs of the 
city. The train always stops at this 
point, and the engineer waits for 
some one to come and flag the 
train. I was in the second car of 
the train. it is divided into two compart- 
ments, the partin front of the partition be- 
ing a passenger compartment and the rear a 
baggage-room. I was standing in the front 
part of this rear compartment with Mr. Dorsey, 
the baggagemaster, when I heard a man yell: 
Hold up your hands?’ I looked through the 
door and saw two men, both masked, march- 
ing the porter down the aisle toward us. 
They had us covered with pistols and of 
course our hands went up. 

One fellow weighed about 160 pounds. He 
kept us covered while his partner, a small 
man, went through our pockets. The little 
man was evidently new at the busi- 
ness. Dorsey was searched first. He 
had no gun and nothing was taken 
from him. Then they turned their attention 
to me. I had no weapon. He left a $10 bill 
in my vest pocket and other little articles 
which I had in other pockets. They marched 
us to the express car and ordered me to 
open the door. I told them the door 
was bolted. ‘Then kick it in said 
the big man and I kicked, I was still kicking 
on the door when the porter, finding himself 
for a moment uncovered by the men’s guns, 
leaped from the train and rushed to the rear. 
The two men jumped off and in a moment 
later disappeared in the darkness. 

Just as the men got off the train the ex- 
press messenger opened the express car. The 
robbertz evideritly became frightened when 
they saw the porter jump off and run.

LARGE SHORTAGE IN HIS ACCOUNTS, 


Freight Agent Mattison, Now in Chicago, 
Leaves Vermont Under a Cloud, 


Bexnineron, Vt., Jan. 7.—Officials of the 
Bennington and Rutland railroad have been 
busy examining the accounts of Freight Agent 
Frank Mattison, who left here suddenly about 
two weeks ago. The result of their 
investigation shows Mattison to be a defaulter 
for several thousand dollars, and there is no 
doubt that there is also a woman in the 
case. The defalcations appedr to 
have occurred durmg 1889.91, and the 
myatery is how the matters were kept from 
the railroad company, which exacts deposits 
from its officials every day. There were 
found in Mattison’s office a pile of freight bills 
extending back several years that were 
reported ds unpaid, and so carried on. In 
many instances these bills have been pre- 
sented during the last two days, and 
in a majority of cases receipts were 
produced which showed that they had 
been paid in cash or checks, and 
in some instances the checks had been in- 
dorsed by Mattison to tradesmen here in pay- 
ment of private bills. One merchant had bills 
to the amount of $200 presented him, and had 
in his possession one check given in payment 
for the whole. Mattison is connected by 
marriage with nearly all the higher officials of 
the road. His daughter is at present in charge 
of the office and doing all she can to unravel 
the accounts. Mattison is said to be with 
relatives near Chicago and to be improving in

Peck, 
Attorney-General O’Connor, Assistant Secre- 
tary of State Doe, Assistant Attorney-General 
Clancey, State Senator Bashford, and the 
Governor’s ex- private Secretary Clark are 
defendants, will come up before the Dane 
County Circuit Court tomorrow.

As to the case itself it is 
understood John M. Olin, attorney for the 
plaintiffs, will move to have it continued 
on account mainly of the case having been 
complicated by the application of the Dows. 


TO EXPLAIN HIS BUSINESS METHODS. 


Peculiar Failure of A. E. Horton Again in 
Court at Minneapolis. 

Miyneapouis, Minn., Jan. 7.—[Special.]— 
A, E. Horton, the furniture dealer whose pecul- 
jar failure was made a short time before 
Christmas, was yesterday morning placed on 
the stand again to make a disclosure of his 
business dealings. It was brought outamong 
other things that there are many furniture 
leases on furniture sold on time in the hands 
of a Mr. Logan, who lives in Pennsyivania.

SHE WINS HER SUIT FOR DAMAGES, 


Mrs. Usher’s Claim of $5,000 Against the 
Express Company Is Allowed, 

Manpison, Wis., Jan. 7. — [Special.] — The 
American Express company has been defeat- 
ed in the United States District Court in a 
case of peculiar nature. Late last night the 
jury returned a verdict of $5,000 damages in 
favor of Mrs. Joseph Usher of Watertown, 
Wis.

LIVELY ‘TIMES AHEAD. 


SESSIONS OF OOLORADO’S LEGISLA- 
TURE MAY BE SPIRITED. 


Call, the Senate May Want to Adjourn 
at Once, but the House Will Hold On 
for lis $7 a Day- Little Likelihood 
That Any Bills Will Be Passed=Recom- 
mendations of the Governor and Com- 
ment Thereon. 


Denver, Colo., Dec, 5.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.]—The Colorado Legislature will 
assemble in special session next Wednesday 
urder the call issued by Gov. Waite. The 
Senators without regard to party will caucus 
Monday evening and the Populist members 
of the House will caucus the same 
evening. The House is controlled by 
the Republicans, who have a clear 
majority of one over all shades of 
Democrats and Populists united, and the 
latter seldom unite. The Senate is con- 
trolled by the Republicans and Democrats 
joined against the Populists. Several of the 
Democratic Senators are holdovers who did 
not come in on the landslide last fall and are 


more opposed to the Populigts than to the 
Republicans, Considerably more than a ma- 
jority of the Senators have put them 
selves on record as favoring ad- 
journment immediately after the read- 
mg of the Governor’s message, and 
the caucus Monday night 1s expected to adupt 
that as its sense of the proper procedure. 
One House, however, cannot adjourn for 
more than three days without the consent of, 
the other, so the Segate will be held by the 
action of the House, 

The House will probably decide to sit and 
consider the Governor’s thirty-three recom- 
mendations, not with any intention 
of perpetrating radical legislation, but 
because most of the mem bers 
wish to pocket $7 a day fora month or two. 
Though a majority of the members of the 
House have declared themselves opposed to 
an extra session, there is strong reason to be- 
lieve their declarations were merely a bow to 
public opinion, which is opposed to the ses- 
sion, and that they will, under the guise of 
courtesy to the Executive, decide gravely to 
consider his message in the hope that their 
labors may effect some good. A big growl has 
commenced to go up from the people at the 
probable expenditure of $1,500 a day to no 
purpose. 

No Biils Likely to Be Passed. 

The most radical adherents of the Governor 
doubt if any bill of any character will be 
passed by the Assembly, but they hope that in 
the general slaughter of his pet ideas some 
worthy measures may be defeated and 
that they will thus obtain cam- 
paign material for next fall. 
The two items in the call on which the Gov. 
ernor and his coterie lay the most stress are 


these: 

To restore that ancient landmark which existed 
in the history of this country for eighty-one years 
—from 1776 to.1857—and in pursuance of Sec. 
10, Aft. 1, United States Constitution, which 
declares the right of a State to make gold and 
siiver coin a tender in the payment of debts, to 
provide that all silver dollars, domestic and for- 
eign, containing not less than 371% grains of 
fine silver, or not less than 412% grains nine- 
tenths fine silvef, and upon the present ratio of 
sixteen ounces of silver to one ounce of gold, 
shall be a legal tender for the payment of all 
debts, public and private, collectable within the 
State of Colorado. 

To repeal all laws authorizing the issue of mu- 
nicipal bonds, except those parts of laws neces- 
sary * provide for the payment of bonds already 
issued. 

To provide that e the State, 
counties, cities, and school districts, and any or 
all of them, may make all necessary public im- 
provements or constructions, and to the same ex- 
tent upon the assessed valuation of property as 
such municipalities are now authorized to issue 
bonds; and, in payment of such construc- 
tions or iniprovements, the said municipalities 

allowed to issue certificates of indeb ess, 


palities so said certificates or 
thereof; but in all cases the said certificates or 
orders shall not be receivable by said County 
Treasurers upon any cash levy 
interest or principal upon 
pal bonds heretofore issued; 
after three years from date of issue of 
said certificates or orders the same shall be con- 
vertible by the proper officers of the municipali- 
ty issuing said certificates or orders, into certifi- 
cates of $100 each, bearing interest at 5 per cent 

r annum from date of conversion to date of 
final payment. 

May Be Stifled in Committee, 


These recommendations will never progress 
beyond the committee stage in either House. 
The silver proposition is condemned almost 
unanimously as absurd and will be defeated 
by an overwhelming majority. The munici- 
pal scrip scheme will fare little better for its 
effect on the credit of the State and on 
Eastern private investments would be very

The other recommendations of Gov. Waite 


Are:

not entirely in accord with Secretary Her-

NEW ENGLAND MATTERS RAPIDLY 
NEARING A OR 


Second Mortgage Bondholders Ready to 

Meet McLeod’s Demands for a Receiver 
of His Own Choosing=New York, New 
Haven and Hartford People Sure That 
Their Interests Will Be Protected by 

the Appointment of Mr. HarteSerious 
Charges Against Bankers of Tacoma. 


New Yorn, Jan. 7.—[Special.]—Some- 
thing may drop in the New York and 
New England railroad situation that will 
take the old management by surprise. The 
friends of the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford railroad were busy all last week 
preparing for another stroke that is likely 
to confound Mr. McLeod and his followers. 
Information has been received from Boston 
of what is to coe. Notwithstanding all that 
has been said about McLeod and other gen- 
tlemen connected with the New England road 
having sold out all, or nearly all, of their 
holdings in the common stock of the com- 
pany. they still talk loudly about protecting 
the company’s interests by trying to persuade 
the court Wednesday to appoint a receiver of 
their choosing in the place of the temporary 
ones. 

The. friends of the New Haven company, it 
is said, have obtained all the evidence neces-

FRAUDULENT BANK STATEMENT. 


Serious Charges Brought Against a Pacific 
Coast Institution. 


Tacoma, Wash., Jan. 7.—[Special.]—De- 
positors who were cinched by the failure of 
the Merchants’ National Bank last June have 
grumbled, but today they are wrathy. One 
of their number, N. R. Sturtevant of Rome, 
N. V., has gone crazy mourning his loss. Oth. 
ers among these, having half a million tied 
up in the institution, have been greatly em- 
barrassed. Some have petitioned the grand 

jury to investigate rumors of crookedness in 
connection with the management of the bank. 
Today depositors learned that the true condi- 
tion of the bank’s affairs was concealed by 
the publication of the May 4 state- 
ment to Controller Eckels in only a 
few copies of the Ledger, which is owned by 
Nelson Bennett, and who was also President 
of the bank. One of the few copies of the paper 
containing the statement was sent to the Con- 
troller. Other statements were made in the 
city edition which were not brought into the 
office until after 8 o’clock in the morning 
with the request that they be not set up by the 
regular compositors of the paper. Special 
men were ealled into service after the 
composing - rooms were deserted, and only 
certain copies of the paper were allowed to 
go outside of the city. About that time the 
Chase National Bank of New York was press- 
ing the Merchants’ National to reduce its ac. 
count and it is now believed the Merchants’ 
National did not want the New York bank to 
know its true condition. The Tacoma Clear. 
ing-House Aesociation had agreed to protect 
the Merchants’ National depositors, but some 
one evidently gave the Chase National the tip, 
as it demanded payment forthwith of a bal- 
anee of $70,000. The Clearing-House failed 
to meet the demand and the Merchants’ closed.

LEAD MEN AGAINST THE WILSON BILL. 


Representatives of the Industry to Hold 
Today a Meeting to Protest. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 7.—A meeting of 
prominent representatives of the lead in- 
dustry will be held in Washington, beginning 
tomorrow, the principal object of which is to 
make an organized protest against the pro- 
visions of the Wilson bill which relate to 
lead products. Every member of the House 
will receive tomorrow a letter signed by 
3,000 lead men, doing business throughout 
the country. The epistle states that under a 
misapprehension of the facts the Ways and 
Means committee has treated all those inter- 
ested in lead mining in Missouri 
and other lead-producing States west of 
the Mississippi in an unfair manner. 
It asserts that the passage of the bill will. ruin 
the lead industry, which has been built up 
during the last thirty years under the idea 
that in no circumstances would the differen ce 
between the cost of labor in this coun- 
try and Europe and Mexico be un- 
recognized in tariff legislation. It says that 
instead of a 15 per cent ad valorem duty on 
lead ores, drosses, and antimonial lead, there 
should be one of three-foutths of a cent 
a pound on all lead ore or in any 
other combination, so that the silver 
ores from Mexico and elsewhere shall 
be stricken from the free schedule, and 
a duty of three-fourths of a cent a pound be 
imposed upon the lead contained in all such 
ore. 


SCIENTIST BURIED AS A PAUPER. 


Had No American Money and Died Among 
Strangers. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Jan. 7.— [Special. ]—Tbe re- 
mains of Dr. Clinton Cavendish, the English 
traveler and scientist who died here yesterday, 
were given a pauper burial today. The only 
funds found on the dead man were $150 in 
South American money, which the banks here 
refused to accept in exchange for United 
States money. The amount was sent to New 
Orleans for exchange. The doctor left a 
trunk full of voluminous writings on botan- 
icai and scientific subjects rtaining to 
Mexico. These writings are 3 Spanish, 
and were taken in charge by Mr. Plutarco 
Arnelas, the Mexican Consul here, who will 
endeavor to find some directions concerning 
the final disposition of his effects. It is 
known that Cavendish had an agent in Lon- 
don to whom the data for his forthcoming 
published writings were sent, but the name 
or address of this agent is not known here. 
Among his private papers were found auto- 

raph letters of introduction and recommen- 

ation from President Diaz of Mexico and 

the rulers of all the Central American and 
South American countries. He was unmar- 
ried and the names and addresses of his near- 
est relatives are not known.

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ROBERT ALLYN DIES AT CARBONDALE. 


He Was an Educator of National Keputa- 
tion=To Be Buried Tuesday. 
CanhOX DAL, III., Jan. 7.—[Special.]— 
Robert Allyn, LL. D., formerly principal of 
the Southern Illinois State Normal University 
here, for many years the President of Mc. 
Kendree College, Lebanon, III., and an edu- 
cator of national reputation, died in this city 
today. He was born in Ledyard, Conn., in 
1817, and from the time he entered 
school until he resigned the Principal. 
ship of the State Normal here in 1892 he was 
in school continually, either as a teacher or 
pupil. He graduated at Middletown, Conn., 
in 1841, and at once began to teach in the 
Wesleyan Academy in Wilbraham, Mass. In 
1849 he was elected principal of the East 
Greenwich, R. I., Academy, and was soon 
after elected Superintendent of Public In- 
struction of Rhode Island. He was elected to 
a professorship in the Ohio Wesleyan Uni- 
versity at Athens in 1857, and in 1859 was 
made President of the Wesleyan Female Col- 
lege at Cincinnatii He became  Presi- 
dent of McKendree College in 1863, and 
held that position until the foundi of 
State Normal at Carbondale, which opened 
under his charge in 1874. After his with- 
drawal from this institution he began editing 
the Southern Illinois Teacher, a monthly edu- 
cational journal, which is widely cireulated. 
His former pupils in this and other States are 
numbered by the thousands, and many of 
them are occupying positions as Congressmen 
and Governors and members of State * 
latures. Three children survive him.

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FRAUDULEN T NATURALIZATION. 

Tun TRrsune made mention the other day 
of an investigation into the subject of nat- 
uralizing as it has been carried on in the City 
of New York for the last twenty years. That 
inquiry showed that while the gross frauds 
which existed during the Tweed régime were 
at an end and naturalization papers were no 
longer forged by thousands and distributed 
among aliens that they might vote the Demo- 
cratic ticket, yet naturalizing was conducted 
in a most loose and reckless fashion. Prior 
to an election the nuturalization bureaus ”’ 
of the two parties—or, to speak more accu- 
rately, that of the Democrats, for the Repub- 
lican bureau amounts to nothing, rakes and 
scrapes together ail the men it can find and 
runs them through the naturalization mill. 
The writer says in his article, printed in the 
North American Review: 

These embryotic citizens whom they unearth 
are in very many cases totally ignorant of our 
forms of government, and their ignorance is only 
exceeded by their indifference as to the result of 
an election or as to the vrinciples involved. Each 
person, to become a citizen, must have a witness 
who will swear that he has known the applicant 
in this country for five years, and that during that 
time he has “behaved as a man of good moral 
character, is attached to the principles of the 
Constitution of the United States, and well dis- 
posed to the good order and happiness of the 
same. 

Not the slightest difficulty is experienced in 
securing plenty of these witnesses. They were 
so bold last fall that they were hanging about the 
corridors of the county court-house and would 
offer to be witnessés for-a small amount. Why 
the political parties should be allowed to pay 
for the naturalization papers of these men it is 
difficult to understand.. The politicians certain- 
ly would not pay even the small sum which each 
certificate costs unless they expected to get in 
return a vote for each paper.secured. 

What is true of New York is also true to a 
lesser extent of this city. The Democratic 
leaders gather up all the raw material they 
ean before each election, and Judges convert 
it into a finished product—a full-fledged eiti- 
zen—at the rate of about one a minute.

Cowles, who got access to the secrets of the 
French navy while at Toulon in October last, 
during the Franco-Russian féte at that port. 
The statistics of the comparative strength 
of the British and French Mediterranean 
naval squadrons are most significant as in- 
dicating the outcome of a contest between the 
two. In estimating that outcome Mr. Cowles 
says: When I left Toulon at the end of Oc- 
tober there were lying there in commission 
ships sufficient in my humble judgment to go 


out and meet our entire Mediterranean squad- 


ron of the same date with more than a reason- 
able chance of being able to defeat it. This 
general statement Mr. Cowles fortifies with 
comparative statistics. The French squadron 
includes thirteen ironclads and eleven other

the English. The total tonnage of the 
French is only 2,500 less than the British. 
The average speed of the French is superior 
by half a knot. Mr. Cowles further says: 
The French fleet has also many more men, 
rarries as good guns, and is as well protected 
by means of side armor, armored bulkheads, 
armored decks, gun shields, and water-tight 
compartments as the British fleet. The 
French list does not exhaust the men-of-war 
in commission at Toulon. There are four 
torpedo gun vessels, an armored gunboat, 
and ten sea-going torpedo boats, and nine 
other torpedo boats of modern style, some of 
them exceedingly swift. Asto reserves, En- 
gland has only one old coast defense ironclad 
at Malta and twelve or fourteen aged torpedo 
boats, some of which are almost valueless, 
while France has at Toulon “eight otner 
ironclads besides three more nearly com- 
pieted, two ironclad gunboats, three new 


cruisers in addition to two building, a sub- 
marine boat, and at least forty torpedo boats, 


without counting vedette boats.“ As British 
bases there are Gibraltar and Malta, 
the former without a dock and 


the latter with insufficient docks, while 


France has bases, with rich country behind 


them, not only at Toulon but also at Mar- 
illes, Ajaccio, Algiers, and elsewhere, and 


lone day Bizerta will be added to them, and 


she has moreover docks at Marseilles, La 
Ciotat, and Algiers, as well as the magnificent 
ones at Toulon.“ Commenting upon the 
comparatives statements Mr. Cowles says:

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‘peices OF FARM PRODUCE. 

Thelatest agricultural report from the de- 
partment at Washington gives the prices of 
farm products on the farm in this country for 
the beginning of December, except that some 
of the data furnished are for prices at the 
nearest local or railroad town or market. 
The average for wheat was 52.1 cents per 
bushel, which is 10.3 cents below the lowest 
December price previously reported. The 
average for corn is 37 cents, being 2.4 cents 
less than that for a year previously and 13.6 
less than the price for the same date in 
1890. The price for oats is 28.8 cents, 
which is 2.9 cents less thhn in 1892. Rye 
was 3.8 cents lower, and the 40.6 for barley 
is the lowest ever recorded, The average 
price for potutoes is higher than that of 
wheat for the second time in the history of 
the returns, yet the 60 cents of a month ago 
was 7.8 cents less than for a year previous- 
ly. Hay is quoted as worth $9.18 per ton, 
that being the highest value quoted except for 
1887. The fatm value of cotton was 7 cents 
per pound, against 8.4 cents in 1892 and 7.3 
cents under the pressure of the extraordinary 
crop of 1891 to find a market. 

The low prices of last December and for 
several months previously are all the more 
singular and unsatisfactory to the farmer 
when compared with the yield of the crops 
last year. Those of wheat, cotton, corn, and 
oats are estimated by the department to be 
far below the average of recent years. The 
wheat crop of 1893 is placed at less than 80 
per vent of that for 1892 and 66 per cent of 
the one for 1891, yet the depression in that 
cereal is perhaps the greatest of all, the price of 
last year being the lowest ever known since 
more than thirty years ago. There may have 
been reason for fttributing the extreme de- 
pression in prices last summer to the panic, 
money being very scarce for the purchase of 
farm products as for all other articles of con- 
sumption. But money is plentiful now, yet 
the average of prices for all the cereals named 
is less for December than during the height of 
the panic. The export movement also has 
been fair by comparison with the average for 
recent years. The total of wheat and flour 
that has gone abroad during the last six 
months is very nearly equal to 100 million 
bushels of grain, and it does not seem possi- 
ble that the same rate could be maintained 
for the tast half of the current cereal year 
though every kernel of wheat should have 
been exhausted from the farms by the close 
of next June. 

The prime cause for the great depression in 
prices must not be sought in scarcity of 
money in this country or inability of foreign 
consumers to buy. It should be rather looked 
for in the great crop yield of 1891, the effects 
of which manifested themselves slowly at first 
and became more obtrusive with the lapse of 
time. There was a big surplus remaining 
from the 1891 crops when those of 1892 
came on the inarket, the result being that a 
large surplus from the crop of 1892 had to 
be carried over into competition with the re- 
duced yield of 1893. In the case of wheat 
this showed itself in a bigger aggregate of 
stocks at the principal points of accumulation 
than ever before had been known. That total 
has been 80 million bushels. or more for 
several weeks past, and it is the mag: 
nitude of the quantity pressing on the 
hands of the trade which has discouraged 
speculative purchases, incited buyers for con- 
sumption to limit their operations to imme- 
diate requirements, and given encouragement 
to a host of speculative bears to sell short on 
the market with an eye to still further weak- 
ness in prices. The fact that our latest wheat 
crop was so short as to warrant conservatism 
is forcing itself but slowly on the attention of 
those whose buying and selling determines 
the daily course of prices, just as the im- 
mense supply of 1891 was not appreciated 
till long aftera great part of it had been 
marketed. Hence the old-fashioned axiom 
that speculation anticipates the fact needs to 
be considerably modified in order to make it 
square with the truth as applied to wheat, and 
measurably so for the other cereals, For in the 
cases named speculation has dragged a long 
way behind. 
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NOT OBLIGED 10 ANSWER. 

Judge Ricks of the United States District 
Court for Northern Ohio has just given a de- 
cision bearing on the power ot the Census 
Office to force persons to give information. 

The treasurer of a lumber manufacturing 
company was called on in 1892 to give some 
statistical information about the . business 
done by his concern during the census year. 
As the treasurer found it would be expensive 
to collect the data to answer some of the 
questions, and that it would be impossible to 
answer others correctly, he refused to fill out 
the blank. Thereupon he was indicted under 
the law passed in 1892, which provides that 
any person refusing to give true and complete 


answers to any inquiry in any productive 


industry ’’ schedule shall be fined not exceed- 
ing $10;000 and may be imprisoned not ex- 
ceeding a year. 

Notwithstanding this plain language the 
Judge quashed the indictment. He did so for 


the reason that the proceeding was a criminal 


one, and to confer jurisdiction on the Federal 
courts in such cases an offense must be defined 
clearly and created by statute. Congress 
should have passed a law imposing upon the 
officers of corporations engaged in productive 
industries the duty of answering such ques- 
tions as the census schedules might contain. 
It had not done so, and while it might be said 
that the duty was clearly implied from the 
law, yet that was not sufficient to make the 
failure or refusal to perform a duty a criminal 
offense. The uct must clearly define that 
duty and declare the punishment, That has 
not been done. 

Another and a more important objection 
was raised to the indictment by the counsel 
for the defendant, It was that the law of 
1892 was unconstitution il, being in violation 
of the provision that the right of the people 
to be secure in their persons, houses, papers, 
and effects against unreasonable searches and 
seizure shall not be violated and of the pro- 
vision that private property shall not be 
taken without just compensation,” It was 
claimed that it would be if the furnishing of 
the information called for put to great ex- 
pense the person who had to give it. 

While not passing on these points, the in- 
dictment having been quashed for another 
reason, Judge Ricks says: 


It may not be amiss to suggest that there may 
be a limit to the power of Congress to compel a 
citizen to disclose information concerning his 
business undertakings, and the manner in which 
they are carried on. This limit must relate not 
only to the kind of information he may prope 
refuse to disclose, because it may be equivalent 
to the appropriation of private 32 for pub-

edge so acquired as much a property right to 
him as the land and shops in which he conducts 
his business; and can he be compelled to part 
with the former without due compensation more 
justly than with the latter? 


In concluding the Judge says that of course 
these suggestions are not intended to apply 
to the power of Congress to compel officers of 
public corporations such as railroads and tel- 
egraph to answer whatéver questions may be 
put to them, 

Six years will go by before another census 
is taken. Therefore there is time enough in 
which to discuss and settle the rather impor- 
tant points raised but not disposed of by 
Judge Ricks. 


Gov. Peynoyer of Oregon partially has 
backed down from the statement made by 
him in his Christmas letter. He admits 
that it needs a modification to make it true. 
It was “remunerative employment he had 
in mind. He says: Business is paralyzed, 
and two-thirds of our people, if not falling be- 
hind, are making no head way.“ That is a 
radically different condition of things from 
the one first pictured by him, and does not 
compare unfabérably with conditions in other 
States as affected by the fear of tariff changes 
in the interest of foreign manufacturers as 
against American workmen. But Pennoyer 
shows that he has no conception of the real 
cause of the dullness complained of, and that 
he isan ignoramus on questions of finance. 
He says these two-thirds of the people of 
Oregon will not make headway until they 
have sufficient full legal tender currenéy, 


“gold, silver, and Treasury notes, with 


which to effect ready and complete in- 
terchange of commodities. In the first 
place,-there is plenty of money in the 
country available for the purchase of all the 
Oregon people have to sell if they are willing 
to part with it at sufficiently low prices, the 
said prices being determined by reference to 
what the same kind and quantity of movable 
property would cost if bought elsewhere. 
Secondly, the free coinage of silver, which he 
absurdly suppokes would be a remedy, would 
drive out of circulation all the gold and re- 
duce by nearly one-half the buying value of 
all the silver coins and paper currency in cir- 
culation, thus vastly reducing both the quan- 
tity of, currency and the working power of 
what was left,so that the people of Oregon 
and other States would be far worse off than 
now, in so much as their prosperity depends 
upon the amount of money available for ef- 
fecting business exchanges. Hence Pennoyer 
has not improved his position by the attempt 
to explain the first mode of definingit, though 
he is entitied to more credit than is Gov. 
Waite of Colorado, the latter not being will- 
ing to admit even verbal inaccuracy. 
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Prrnaps the strongest point urged against 
the argument for a “living wage as ad- 
vanced by the trades unions is made by Prof. 
J. S. Nicholson, who occupies the chair of 
Commercial and Political Economy at the 
Edinburg University. He saysa living wage 
means regular employment, and while it 
may be all very well to strike for higher 
wages, who ever heard of a strike for regular 
employment?“ The worker cannot command 
the latter, and whether the employer can give 
that to him and his fellows may depend on 
considerations which are not taken into the 
account by the committees of workers who 
decide what in their opinion constitutes a 
living wage. The prices at which a product 
can be sold in the markets of the world have 


a great deal to do with determining 


the wages that can be paid to those 
who work in producing it. Hence 
the resolve not to work for less than a stated 
sum per day or hour may result in no work at 
all. Theagitators might say the deficiency 
in their minumum ought to be supplied by re- 
ducing profits, but if employers should refuse 
to give employment on those terms who 
could force them to do so? A federation of 
labor to take away the whole mass of profits 
hardly could be effectual to command the use 
of the capital which is absolutely necessary to 
make labor effective. Even if this eould be 
accomplished by a revolution amounting to 
wholesale confiscation, the remedy might 
prove to be worse than the disease, as it is in 
the case of the Democrats in this country 
striving to minimize the effects of what they 
are pleased to call the evil of protection. The 
resulting turmoil would tell most heavily on 
the working classes. 

A number of the unemployed workmen of 
this city have sent a letter to Gov. Altgeld 
saying they believe the State can relieve their 
suffering to a great degree, and asking him to 
call a special session of the Legislature to 
„ make appropriations for needed public im- 
provements.” Itis not apparent what good 
would be accomplished by calling the Legis- 
lature together. for no one has suggested any 
public improvements which it can order, or 
which if ordered would relieve the existing 
distress. Nor is there anythmg which the 
Legislature can empower the municipalities 
to do which would furnish the immediate re- 
lief which is desired. The only body which 
can do that is Congress, and to it the unem- 
ployed should turn. They have asked Con- 
gress to order the erection of a new Postoffice 
building here, but if that were done months 
would have to pass before work could begin. 
But if the Democratic majority in Congress 
were to say that the Wilson bill should not 
pass and that the present tariff should not be 
disturbed there would be immediate employ- 
ment for most of the unemployed. The fac- 
tories would open, the money now idle in the 
banks would be paid out as wages, stores hav- 
ing more customers would take back their 
discharged clerks, and every branch of indus- 
try would revive. Washington, not Spring- 
field, is the city to which the unemployed 
should send their appeals.

PETIT O TOS MEN SAID TO BE HELPING 


BRAZILIAN INSURGENTS. 


It Is Said Admiral Da Gama Has Been Al- 
lowed to Go Ashore=The Rebel Leader 
at Rio Awaiting Reinforcements from 
the South- He Recelves $60,000 with 
Which to Pay His Men=Naval Officers 
Said to Believe the Government will 
Soon Triumph.

shore daily without hindrance. It is even said 
that Da Gama and other rebel officers have 
come ashore by night on several occasions 
without being interfered with, These reports 
emanate from a naval officer who was wound- 
ed during the fight for Governor’s Island. He 
told them to surgeons attached to the foreign 
ships here who attended him. It is reported 
that last week plans had been laid to capture 

Admiral Da Gama, but they were revealed to 

him by a friend who was an officer of the Na- 

tional Guard. The officer was shot when his 
act was discovered, 

Considerable gratification is displayed in 
Rio by Americans who dislike Capt. Picking 
at the prospect that he will no longer be in 
charge of the squadron here when Rear Ad- 
miral Benham arrives. 

The rebel ships Tamandare and Trajano are 
now anchored well over toward Nictheroy to 
avoid the guns of Forts Sao Joao and Lage. 
They only want to fight with the Nichteroy 
batteries now. The Jupiter and other rebel 
ships have been inactive for several days, and 
the firing upon the Rio shore line has been 
confined to launches and torpedo boats. 

The correspondent in Rio Janeiro sends 
word that a German boat from the warship 
Alexandrina was fired on by government 
troops at the coal depot on Mocangue Island 
Dec. 22. The commander of the Alexandrina, 
after consultation with the German 
Minister in Rio, demanded an _ apol- 
ogy from the government and a sa- 
lute to the German flag. The apology was 
given Dec. 26, and a salute was fired by Fort 
Santa Cruz. The officer in charge of the 
troops who did the original firmg was dis- 
missed. This action of the Germans is con- 
sidered in Rio to be a proof of their perfect 
neutrality and of their determination to let 
neither side take liberties with the German 


flag. 
DA GAMA EXPECTS REINFORCEMENTS 


He Receives $60,000 from Sympathizers 
with Which to Pay His Men,

Rio pe JANErRO, Jan, 4, via Montevideo, Jan. 
7.—Admiral da Gama still holds ont «stating 
that he expects the Aquidaban and Republica 
with reinforcements tomorrow from the south. 
He appears confident of the ultimate result and 
received £12,000 Saturday from sympathizers in 
order to pay his men. 

Admiral Charves, the Minister of Marine, re- 
signed his office on account of difference of opin- 
ion with President Peixoto especially regarding 
the imprisonment and general treatment of the 
naval officers suspected of sympathy with the in- 
surgents. His successor, Admiral Neto, is consid- 
ered honest, though he has no special ability. 

The last week has been uneventful, There was 
some skirmishing in the vicinity of Mocangue 
and occasional firing along the shore front of the 
city. The forts at the mouth of the 
harbor, Which have been silent for 
the last week, fired again today. 
The cruiser Tamandare fires a few shots daily 
at the batteries of Nictheroy, the latter re- 
plying. The government continues mounting 
artillery on the heights within the city limits, 
and is awaiting the arrival of the new warships 
before attacking Admiral da Gama. 

The news from Desterro is that there is some 
divergence of opinion among the insurgent 
leaders on account of thé appointments of the 
provisional government. 

Wednesday morning the insurgents attacked 
Engentro Island, opening fire from the ships at 
midday. At 7 o'clock they landed 200 men, and 
for half an hour there was sharp ficht- 
ing. After a light check, they capt- 
ured a Krupp field piece and a 
seventy-pounder Whitworth. The government 
loss was thirteen killed and five wounded and 
five officers and sixty-three men and twenty-five 
citizens were taken prisoners. The insurgent loss 
was two killed and five wounded. 


REVOLUTIONARY PRIEST ESCAPES, 


Father Castanada, a Political Prisoner, 
Breaks Jail in Mexico, 

Crry or Mexico, Jan. 7.—Great excite. 
ment prevails in Belem Prison by the escape 
of Father Castanada, a priest implicated in 
the recent uprising in the State of Guerrero, 
and one of the most important political pris- 
oners held by the authorities. While the 
guards were not looking Castanada succeeded 
in making his escape, and has not been seen 
since, although telegrams have been 
sent in every direction and scores 
of officers are scouring the country. It is not 
known just how he made his escape, but 
it is thought he may have received some out- 
side help. Father Castanada is said to have 
been one of the most active personsin incit- 
ing the people of the State of Guerrero to re- 
volt against the rule of Gov. Arce and to join 
the revolutionary forces of Gen. Meri. Many 
attempts have been made to get him to con- 
fess, sometimes under threats of being shot, 
but he has steadily refused to give the in- 
formation wanted, It is thought he is now in 
hiding somewhere in this city under the pro- 
tection of friends, 

Festival of the Kings. 


The Festival of the Kings” held the atten- 
tion of the people in Mexico yesterday. It 
commemorates the visit of thethree wise men 
to pay their devotions and offer presents to 
the new-born Christ. The day was celebrated 
in the usual festal style by everybody. 

The Central Meteorological Observatory in 
this city has made its report of earthquake 
disturbances in Mexico during the last half 
year to*the government. During the last six 
months of 1893 there were sixty-five 
distinct disturbances in the republic. The 
most general was the one of Oct. 30, 
which was felt jn this city during a 
space of eight seconds, but did no damage 
here. It was caused by the great eruptions of the 
Colima Volcano on the Pacific coast, and the 
oscillation was observed over a great extent of 
territory. In the district of Coyuca de Cata- 
lan the disturbance was unusually severe, 
wrecking buildings and doing damage to the 
amount of $200,000. The shocks for the 
six months covered in the report were con- 
fined to the States of Guerrero, Jalisco, 
Michoacan, Marclosit, Puebla, Oaxaca, and 
the Federal District of Mexico, all in the 
southwest portion of the republic. The move- 
ment of the disturbance was usually from 
north-northeast to south-southwest, the one 
locality more than any other feeling the 
shocks being that of Aleoazauca in the south 
of the State of Guerrero. The earthquakes 
of Mexico for the most part are of a mild

Novel Expedition to Be Made by Charles 
Henderson of Wellaston, 0. é 
Vatraraiso, Ind., Jan. 7.—[Special.]—J. 


| Herschel of this city, formerly of Ohio, re- 


ceived a letter yesterday from Charles Hen- 
derson of Wellston, O., asking him to join an 


expedition which will sail from .Philadelphia 


Feb. 15 under a passport as a party of 
American excursionists to visit al! places in 
the South Seas. Henderson, a resident of 
Wellston for a number of years, has fallen 
heir to an estate of $50,000 in Philadelphia 
and went east Dec. 1 to secure possession of 
the fortune. He returned Tuesday to pre- 
pare for his novel cruise. He will 
sail in his own vessel with a party of chosen 
friends to recluim a hidden treasure of the 


South Seas, which, he claims, he hid in a cave 


on an island about forty years ago. 

Henderson has been a peculiar Character in 
the neighborhood of Wellston, according to 
the story told by Herschel. He is a well-in- 
formed man, an expert seaman, and formerly 
an extensive 3 served as a soldier 
during the late war, of late years earned 
a living as a coal miner. When 
a boy, only 8 years old, he ran away 
from home and went to sea, serving his ap- 
prenticeship under Capt. Summers on a line 
between New York and Liverpool. Before 
the war, while yet a boy, he was employed on 
board a privateer and slaving vessel called the 
Lark, one of the most daring vrigs that ever 
held up a ship. From a cabinboy Henderson 


became a sailor, and for years made regular 


trips to Africa and the East seas, having many 
bloody battles with men-of-war. He became 
a prime favorite and confidant with the Cap- 
tain of the Lark and was appointed sub- 
officer. They made many trips and were 
always successful, and the Captain became 
immensely rich; but the Lark continued to 


make regular trips after slaves, 

One day while near the coast of South Amer- 
ica a United States man-of-war attacked the 
ship, and the brig was headed for a rendez- 
vous known only to the Captain and Hender- 
son. In their haste to escape the brig ran on 
a rock and rapidly filled with water. The Cap- 
tain told Henderson that he had $72,000 in 
gold on board and if he would assist in secret- 
ing it from the crew he would give him half. 
should they escape. The crew escaped in 
boats through a dangerous strait to an island, 
where they found a cave and secre the 
gold. The Captain and four of the crew died 
of smallpox two weeks later, and on their way 
from the island the boat capsized and two of 
the men were drowned and Henderson and 
his companion were picked up by a passing 
vessel and taken to New Orleans. Here he 
tried to get some one to take him back to the 
island to secure the hidden treasure, but with- 
out success, as no one would believe his 
story. 

The location of the island is known only to 
Henderson, who has a chart and the exact lo- 
cation in cipher. While in Philadelphia he 
purchased a vessel called the Firefly, which is 
being remodeled and will be called the Flora 
K. Pine. A. P. Louderback and Isham 
Jones of Jackson County, O., and other 
friends of Henderson will accompany him as 
his guests. The crew will be made up of 
twelve American sailors,

PRESIDENT QUINE’S OPINION ON IN- 


TERNAL VAOQOINATION, 


State Health Board OfficiAl Controverts the 
Opinion Advanced by Dr. H. C. Allen 
on the Ground That Potentized Virus 
Introduced Into the Stomach Would 
Preduce No Effect Whatever~Small pox 
Is Being Driven Away~Homeopathists 
Deny Their School Approves the Pian. 


Internal vaccination is an absurdity,“ 
said Dei W. E. Quine, President df the State 
Board of Health, yesterday when his atten- 
tion was called to the interview on that sub- 
ject with Dr. H. C. Allen published in 
Tae Suypay Tamm. “It is an ab- 
surdity; but I do not mean by that to reflect 
on the respectability of Dr. Allen, nor 
of the Hering College of Homeopathy of 
which he is the dean. The college has been 
in the hands of the State Board of Health for 
some time, and has not yet been recognized 
by it; but it is simply on the ground that its 
equipment is not yet what it ought to be. 
The college is of a good grade and the faculty 
Still, I cannot see any 
value nor any sense in internal vaccination. 

The truth is the Hermg College was started 
to promote the cause of Hahnemannic, as dis- 
tinguished from modern, homeopathy, and 
Dr. Allen is what you might call an ultra- 
Hahnemannic homeopath. The whole faculty 
of modern homeopathic physicians would 
repudiate his opinions on almost all questions 
of homeopathy. Certainly they practice vac- 
eination in the arm, just as allopathic phy- 
sicians do, Still, white internal vaccination 
has been advocated by some homeopathic 
physicians for a long while it is not required 
by the principles of homeopathy, modern or 
other wis 

What is more to the point, Dr. Allen him- 
self, it appears from this intervisw, does not 
practice it. Thut is, he does not practice it 
alone, but combines it in every case with vac- 
cination in thearm. This, you see, makes it 
im possible to discover whether itis of any 
value or hot. Ifthe people whom Dr. Allen 
vaccinates internally escape it may be in con- 
sequence of the vaccination in the arm. But 
another feature of his vaccination, whether 
internal or external, is that he uses the virus 


in such an attenuated form that when used 


on the arm it produces no sore, So that his 
vaccination in either way is, in my opinion, 
worthless, 

Can See No Possible Effect. 

I see no reason to believe that taking the 
smallpox virus internally would have any ef- 
fect at all. There are many poisons which 
produce instant death if introduced into the 
blood, but which can be swallowed with im- 
punity, because the juices of tle stomach de- 
stroy them before they get into the circula- 
tion. Indeed, as harmless a thing as cow’s 
milk will produce death if introduced into the 
veins. So that it would require some proof 
to convince me that the ewallowing of minute 
quantities of vaccine matter would have any 
effect whatever. 

In his attack on vaccination by the regu- 
ular method his statements and reasoning are 
extremely fallacious and misleading, I will 
speak first of the alleged danger of death by 
vaccination. Ihave not time to review his 
figures, but I will answer them all by the 
most recent and significant statistics that have 
reached the profession. I refer to the fact 
that in the German Army, out of 400,000 
soldiers that were vaccinated, not one 
died. Now, I will admit that vaccina- 
tion as now practiced isy attended with 
some danger of double infection. But I also 
claim, as statistics prove, that where abso- 
lutely pure virus is used and where reasonable 
antiseptic precautions are taken there is no 
danger.“ 

** Now I will speak of the efficiency of vac- 

cination which Dr, Allen so positively denies. 
Here, too, I might rely not only on statistics 
but on history. It is a historical fact that 
since the introduction of vaccination small 
pox has almost disappeared from the world, 
One or two centuries ago it was the most 
dreaded and pestilential of all epidemic dis- 
eases. It would decimate whole communi- 
ties or sweep away whole tribes of Indians. 
Even in the Crimean war more of the troops 
died of smallpox than were killed in battle. 
But in our day the disease makes no such 
ravages and excites 8 no alarm. 
It is not unreasonable to expect that, if vacci- 
nation is persisted in, it will, within one or 
two more centuries, disappear from the world 
like the plague and the black death and be 
known only in history. It is therefore mere 
nonsens? for any one to charge that vaccina- 
tion is no protection against smallpox. 


Question of the Protection. 


How and to what extent it is a protection 
is another question. The theory of vaccina- 
tion is that when the disease germ is intro- 
duced in the blood it generates or else causes 
the body to generate, a principle which is 
called the anti-toxine, and that when a suffi- 
cient quantity of this principle has been 
elaborated it kills the original, infection. For 
vaccination to be efficient, therefore, it is 
necessary, first, that it should be introduced 
in a sufficiently large quantity, and, second, 
that the system should be saturated with 
it. By saturation I mean the repetition of the 
vaccination until it ceases to take any effect. 
When the point of saturation is reachedj the 
patient is as completely protected from small- 
pox as if he had had the disease. 

„But even when the system is saturated 
with the virus it does not always remain so, 
and the immunity does not always continue. 
It wears out in a different time with different 
people; but no person is safe unless he secures 
saturation once in five years. His vaccination 
may modify and mitigate the disease, if 
taken, but it will not afford absolute im- 
munity. 

Therefore I do not hesitate to admit that 
vaccination as nuw practiced is not a perfect 
protection. Ihave, in my lifetime, seen a 
dozen or more smalipox patients who had 
previously been vaccinated. Indeed, I myself 
took the varioloid from a patient twenty- 
three years after I had been vaccinated. 
what is that when I had a 
die of smallpox who had ha 
disease twice before? So that I cannot prom- 
ise the community protection against small- 
pox unless vaccination to the point of satura- 
tion is practiced and renewed from time to 
time. In my opinion vaccination is at pres- 
ent very much neglected. It is not resorted 
to except when there is a smallpox scare, but 
ever so little of it ig better than none. 

„Dr. Allen’s array of smallpox figures from 
Chicago are rather amusing. He says that the 
number of cases of the disease in this city in- 
creased from 109 in 1851 to 1,292 in 1882. 
and considers that a proof that the disease is 
on the increase despite vaccination. I hap- 
pen to know that the population in 1851 was 
59,000 and in 1882 it was probably 800,- 
000. But he seems to think that that does 
not affect the argument.”’ 

Does Not Represent Homeopaths. 

Dr. Hippax, the homeopathic physician 
who had a patient die a week ago from vacci- 
nation, had his attention called to Dr. Allen’s 
interview and said: 

„Dr. Allen does not at all represent the 
rank and file of homeopathic physicians. We 
all practice vaccination in the arm just as the 
allopathic physiclans do. We are nota little 
annoyed by the impression to the contrary 
made by Dr. Allen. My own patients are 
constantly coming to me to inquire about in- 
ternal * vaccination and I am 
compelled to tell them that it is ali moonshine. 

The truth is that while this of 
taking the virus has been believed in by some 
homeopathic physicians for fifty years, it was 
not according to any homeopathic * 1 soe 
Moreover it was never administered in that 
way as a preventative, but as a cure, 
and bas generally been given only to 
patients who d been ex to 
smalipox, and did not have time to wait for 
the effect of vaccination by the arm. I ought 
to say, however, that Dr. Allen does not cause 
the attenuated virus to reach the stomach, 
but permits it to be absorbed on the tongue, 
so that it goes into the system without 
acted on by the gastric juice. Asto Dr. A 
len’s reflections on the efficiency of vaccina- 
tion they are ridiculous. There is abundant 
proof to the contrary.”

CRUELTY OF AN OYSTER BOAT CAPTAIN. 


Starves His Crews Into Submission on a 
Barren Island. 

Baurimore, Md., Jan. 7.—{Special.]—The 
Oyster Dredgers’ Protective Association has 
taken steps to rescue a German named Al- 
berd, who is reported to be confined with sev- 
eral negroes on a small island in the lower 
Chesapeake Bay. Thomas McGovern and 
Edward Parks told officers of the society to- 
day a story of terrible cruelty practiced by 
the Captain and mate of an oyster schooner. 
They say they shipped Oct. 27 from Balti- 
more and were transferred to a Virginia 
dredger. They were compelled to sleep on 
the wet deck at night and were nearly 
starved. Finally they secured the Cap 
tain’s revolwér and threatened to shoot him 
one night if he did not let them go. The 
German, however, was unable to escape. Al- 
berd was the only white man left of the crew, 
all the others being 3 who were capt- 
tured off the coast of North Carolina and held 
by force. The men say there is a small island 
near the dredging-ground on which are a few 
old sheds, but no vegetation or inhabitants. 
On this island the men who were refractory 
were put and left there to be starved into sub. 
mission. The day before they escaped a 
negro tied with ropes and ed was taken 
to the island. The officers will not give the 
name of the vessel or Captain until an arrest

Relic hunting vandais were out in force 1 


yesterday, Jackson Park was filled with 
them, dnd Midway Plaisance was crowded. 
They represented all sizes, classes, and condi- 
tions of people. Pedestrians apparently in a 
great hurry to reach some particular spot 
rushed about the grounds; and all were on the 
keen lookout for something to carry 
away as a memento of the Exposition. 
At one time during the afternoon there 
were at least 10,000 visitors within the park 
and plaisance inclosures. The women pre- 
dominated, for nearly every man seemed to 
be accompanied by two, while manv had 
three, four, and as many as five in charge. 
Then there were score of women and girls 
without male attendants, 

After 12 o’clock the trains going south were 
well crowded. For the most part, however, 
it was a much different appearing collection 
of humanity than the crowds that paid admis- 
sion fees and went in through turnstile. It 
was on a heartless mission and would 
have pulled the plaster figures off 
the Administration Building could they have 
been reached, But the vandals were outwit- 
ted. Big policemen in gray uniforms have 
supplanted the Columbian Guards and their 
presence commanded profound respect. 
buildings were all tightly closed and the 
doors securely barred, therefore the mob, al- 
though it made the attempt, could not invade 
them. The only place left open where any 
thing worth „taking“ could be found was 
the Java Village and that suffered. Two 
little men in rutzty overcoats and 
tin stars undertook to display evidences of

village was overrun, By night the huts and 
theater looked as if a cyclone had gone 
through them. They were stripped of every 
bamboo 1 and blade of roof grass that 
could easily be torn loose.

STEAM GAUGES FOUND DEFECTIVE, 


Boilers of the Monterey and the Olympic 
Falfill the Specifications, . 
Wasnixoroy, D. C., Jan. 7.—[Special.]—It 
will be remembered that when the Monterey, 
the new eoast-defense vessel recently con- 
structed by the Union iron works of San 
Francisco, went on her trial trip the builders 


were required to pay a forfeit on account of 
the boilers not fulfilling the specifications of 


the contract regarding the amount of steam 
pressure to be generated. The naval experts 
on the trial trip reported to the 
Na rtment that the Monterey’s boil. 
ots fail to generate within twelve pounds of 
the required amount of 


steam. Therefore a 
forfeit was exacted by the government, and 
the builders could do spre but pay the for- 
feit. As the Monterey was the first naval ves- 
sel of any importance ever built on the Pa- 
cific coast this 8 was a great disappoint- 
ment to the builders.

Mr. Scott asked the chief engineer if the 
gauges used on the Olympia were the same 
as those used on the Monterey, and, having 
been informed they were, light dawned upon 
him. The gauges used by the government 
must be wrong, he thought, as the two differ- 
ent pairs of gauges used by the company 
could not, it seemed, both register alike and 
at the same time be wrong, and Mr. Scott tried 
to think of a diplomatie plan whereby he 
might impart his doubts to the government 
without offending the officers who comprised 
the trial woes yy, J the meantime the na val of- 
ficers stationed at the Mare Island Navy-Yard 
were not slow in discussing the evident hard 
luck that seemed to attend the builders. Sev- 
eral of them listened to the probability of the 
government gauges being defective, which 
would necessarily prevent them registering 
properly. They asked Mr. Scott why he did 
not have both sets of gauges tested, That 
was exactly what Mr. Scott most desired, and

TO LEASE MARYLAND OYSTER BEDS. 


A Bill to Be Introduced in the Legislature 
Will Cause a Fight. 

Batrrmore, Md., Jan. 7.—{Special.]—A 
bill will be introduced in the Legislature next 
week providing for the leasing of the oyster 
beds in the Chesapeake Bay. The majority 
of the members from the tidewater counties 
will oppose the measure and it will cause a 
hot fight. The catchmg, packing, and ship- 
ping of oysters make up one of the largest 
and most important industries in the State. 
For several winters the supply of tho bivalves 
was hardly equal to the demand. It 
was feared the beds were being drainéd 
and their utter destruction was predicted 
unless vigoréus prévertive measures were 
adopted. This season, however, the oysters 


are plentiful and the supply again seems in- 


exhaustible, The heavy expense of main. 
taining a nayal police force to preventillegal 
d ing and war between the tongers and 
the dredgers has compelled the State authori- 
ties to ask the Legislature to provide the 
means by which the. State can derive an in- 
creased revenue from the oyster trade to sup- 

rt the navy. If Virginia's islature fol- 
ows the recommendation of the Governor 
and passes a bill to lease the oyster beds in 
Virginia waters Maryland will no doubt fol- 
low its example.

THE ONLY SKUNK FARM IN IOWA. 


A Lucrative Business in Which There Is 
but Little Competition, 

Sioux City Journal: T. W. Freel, a Wood- 
bury County farmer living three and a half 
miles east of Sioux City. is at present en- 
gaged in the raising of skunks for their oil 
and pelts, an industry which is not extensive- 
ly followed in this part of the country, al- 
though there is a handsome profit in it. In 
some parts of the South the skunk farms, as 
they are termed, are not uncommon and it is 
considered a lucrative business. 

Skunks are carniverous animals, closely 
allied to the weasel. on one hand and to the 
otter on the other, and dre found over à very 
wide extent of country both in South and 
North America, They are easily raised and 
soon become domesticated, Their oil, for 
which they are chiefly raised, possesses valua- 
ble medicinal powers, and is used to a great 
extent in cases of severe colds and croup. 
Each skunk, if he is properly fattened, fur- 
nishes nearly a quart of oil, which brings the 
year round 50 cents a pound, or $4 a gal- 
lon, Thea the pelt, which makes a good 
cloak lining, will sell for about $1.50 on a 
good market, 

A Journal reporter visited Mr. Freel’s skunk 
farm Wednesday. It was an exceedingly easy 
matter to find the farm, for the air within a 
radius of half a mile of the place was im- 
pregnated with a disagreeable odor that made 
the reporter’s after-dinner stomach feel 
slightly squeamish as he drew nearer to the 
place whence it originated. 

Mr. Freel, who is the owner of the only 
shunk farm in fowa, showed the newspaper 
man about the farm with much pleasure and 
invited him into the spacious yard where the 
animals are confined. This yard consists of 
nothing more than a tight board fence, whith 
the skunks do not offer to burrow under. The 
reason assigned for this is that they receive 
plenty to eat and are, therefore, perfectly con- 
tented to live in captivity.
